Ou 
the 15th February, 1984, he’ chartered tho 
German steatver Olympia. Messrs Siemssen 
& Ca, were the agents of the steamer, On the 
16th, he receivet notice that the ateamer 
would be ready for the voyage on ‘the 
morning of tho 19th. “He commenced to 
load abunt six o’clock on that date, and 
completed loading at noon on the 20:h, and 
notice had been given to the Postmaster 01 
the 19th that she would be roady to leave 
about o’clock on the evening of the 20th.
